While the ninth annual convention of the
Natlonal Travelers' Protective association
does not convenme until 11 o'clock this
morning the elty In already overrun with
Knlghts of the Grip from about every kiale
and territory In the unifon. Many of them
arrived Sunday and more came yestarday,
Thelr headquarters are at the Millard ho-
tel, but the rank and  file divides between
this hostelry and the Murray. The largest
delegintion came nt 11 o'clock in the morn-
ing, the members of which were met at
the depot and escorted to their hotels by
the loeal dommittes. After arriving and
after attending to the wants of Lhe ouler
and the Inper man, the delogates spent the
balance of the day In visiting the exposi-
tion grounds, points of interest about the
ity and getting belter moguainted.

The membors of the National Travelers'
Protective nssoclation who will take part
in the convention will aggregate dbout 260,
but with them, most of those who are mar-
ried, will have their wives, In addition to
the members of the geniler sex there
will be in the nelghborhood  of
1,000 ¢amp followers, representing heads of
wholesale houses, [riends of the traveling
men aod people who have special lines of
goods that they wuant to place upon the
market.

While the travellng men are not high
rollers, they are the jolllest lot of men
who have vigited the clty for a long time
and In o mild way, while not attending to
business, they propose to glve the clly na
carmine hue. Special decoritions have been
hupg In the hotels and upon the streets to
ghow the men that thelr vigit s apprecinted.
In the hotels where they are stopplng the
best I8 at thelr command and flags and
bunting hang In great profusion about the
rotundne, in the corridors and from the
windows, On the principanl strects fags
made for the occnslon are hung from door-
wnys and windowa, These flags have the
Sturs and Stripes, while Intermipgled are
the words of welcome.

One of the firvat men to arrive, and a man
who Is one of the husilers, was Joseph
Wallersteln, the natiotal presldent of the
order. He Is from Richmond, Va,, and
while he Is not saying much about it him-
gelf, he s o candldate for re-election and
already he has enlisted an army of workers
who propose to stay by him until he suc-
cepds, Mr. Wallersteln's frienids =ay that
he will have a clean walk away and that
there will be hardly if avy opposition o
giving him another term.

Speaking of the nssociation of which he ls
the president, Mr. Wallerstein sald:: "We
have avcomplished a grent deal for our
order and the boys who make their home on
the rond. Our assoclation has pecompllshed
more for the travellng men than any like
association In the country and we propose
ta keop right on doing good along the same
Hnes. These lines are out and we do not
propose to pull them In until we have every
travellng man in the country enrolled. Lasit
year we added 2,000 names Lo our member-
ship and this year everything indicates that
we will do much better. We have brought
the associption up to a point where it is
recognized as  one of the great factora
in the country, from both =& moral
aud o business point of view. We have in-
dueed three of the largest rallway systems
in the United Stules to adopt the Inter-
changenble mileage ticket, and we have
other roads that are getting ready to fall
in llne, 80 well has the plan worked. Our
Idea 1s to cultlvate friendly relations be-
tween our associution and the rallroads and
fmpress the priociple that our Interests are
mutual. Bo far we have been able to do
this, and our work scems to have been ap-
preciated,

Ploased

“Our association s far-reaching in its
pcope, aud Is not organized simoply for the
purpose of allowing the members to get to-
gother offee a yoeur and have a good time,
We take up and urge legisldtion, secure ¢m-
ployment for our members who are with-
out positions and place fraterpal lnsurance
in & ceompany over which we have absolute
control. Last year our Insurance compiny
puld out about $40,000 to Ite members and
this year we will pay out much more on ne-
eount of the fact that the wembership has
inerenscd, .

“What do I think about and of Omahn?
T think that it is one of the coming cltles of
the United States. I have been here bhoforeand
consequently I am not a stranger within the
gates. The people here are hustlers. The
exposition Indieates thls apd g0 does every-
thing that 1 see. Bituated In the geograph-
feadl conter of the Uulted Siutes, Omohs
must and will retain its place us the great
commercinl center between Clhlcago and
the Pacific const,

“Not having studied the exposition, T am
not prepared Lo speak of its greatness, but,
knowing the enc¢rgy, push and ability of the
people of Omaha and the west, 1 feel safe
In saying that it will be a show that has
been oclipsed by only the World's falr.”

(Colonel John 8. Harwood of Richmond,
Va., s another of th. early arrivals, and,
although a stranger in this vicinity, he Is
making a host of feends. The colonel s a
sure enough colovel, occupying the position
of colonel of th, Virginla cavalry. He s a
militury man with a most enviable record
aod for two years was chief of siaff under
ex-Governor Charles T, O'Tervall
colonel (s a paliticlan and is popular in his

bome siate, as well a8 whoerever
he I known He represcoted his
district in the Virginla legislature for
four sucoessive YuAIS and would

have been elected again, had he not declined
e honor. He is one of President Waller-
sleln’'s strongest advocates for the posilion
of the presidescy, and has already com-

menced organizing the eampaign, condueting !
it In a most vigorons manner,

Colonel Harwood (s a great admirer of
Ceneral Fitahugh Lee and never tirea of
telling anecdotes in connection with the gen-
oral's life. He and the general live but a
block apart in the eity of Richmond, and
are the warnest kind of friends.

Regarding the war with Spain, Colonel
Harwood aald, "It is only a question of A
short time when the United States will win
nod will fly the stars and stripes from Morro

castle, The unpleasantness with Bpalh has
united the tntion, and it has resulted In
moving the Mason-Dizon line up (o some

part near the north pole. 1t has made us
feel that we are all members of one family,
whone purpose is to have onme nation, one
people and one fag,

“This & my first visit as far
north and wosl, but 1 want to
BAY right here that this in a

grand country; it is a revelation and 1 don't
blame peopls for liking to live here, 17 it/
was not for the fact that I am wedded 1(:1
the south, I think that I wonld come here
and lve. T lke the people, who are so free- 1
hearted, pushing and prosperous; I like
the broad, fertile ncres that seem capable of |
producing everything in abundance and
above all, I like the fresh and invigorating
atmoaphere,

‘1 have not yet visited the expoaltion, but
I intend to do 8o several times before I rp-
turn home. In fact, T am a committee to
visit this exposition and report. During the
summer many Virginians will be here and I
Intend to do all In my power as an adverils-
Ing agency to sprend the information of the
Importance of the affalr.”

Living as he does, so near Washington,
Colonel Harwood has had much to do with
the work of promoting legisintion for tha
order of which he {8 o member. Speaking
of such legislation, he sald: “There are
soveral measures that we hope to get
through congress, much of which would have
been accomplished at the present session of
congress (f the war had not monopolized the
attentlon of the country and the country's |

representatives.  We want a law  passed
creating  the offlce of secretary  of
eommerce, We want the official to be n

member of the eabinet.
Introduced and (s already on the calendar
for passage. There Is a secretary of agri-
cultiire nand there I8 no reason why there
gshould not be n sceretary of commerce to
look after our trade relations with foreign
countries. In additlon® Lo this we want a
legntion bullding In the City of Mexlco.
Other countries have thelr bulldings there
and there {8 no reason why we should be
behind the foreigners in thls matter. The
locatlon and erection of such « bullding
would do much to advance our trade rela-
tiona with the republic of Mexico and would
help us In many other waye. A bill for the
ercction of such a building has been Intro-
duced and Is on the ealendar for passage.”

B. Lawton. These two men are much
gought after, as they are the dispensers of
badges that the delegates say take the cake.
The badges in question are small American
fags, beautifully enameled. In addition to
these badges, Mr, Lawton has a special one
for “"Horse Shoe Jake," of Denver. The man
with this alins I8 the oldest western travel-
Ing man on the road, and 15 one of the oldest
members of the assoclation,

Severnl years ngo Mr. Lawton was desig-
nated as the proper party to secure and pre-
gent to ""Horse Shoe Juke'' a badge upon
the convening of each convention. Each
year he has done this very same thing, and
now he I8 on hand again, The hadge is an

enameled flag, from which s suspended
o smuall rubber bag, shaped like
n Rhode Island clam, upon

each slde of which is the word, “Jake.” The
interesting thiug about the clam is that
when placed In water and squeezed, 1t fills
Itgelf, anid when sgueezed aguin, the water
Is ejected in & small stream, The face of
the butlon that holds the badge on the lapel
of the coat is In the form of a four-leaf
clover, around the gold rim of which is en-
graved in gold, the words, “Good Luck,”
set In the shape of a horscshoe.
